To say that this measuve is a repro- 
duction of the English Act, is a libeh 
It does;, it is true, incorporate the Eng- 
lish provisions; but in addition it em- 
bodies principles utterly subversive of 
" the 'due-'ftdtninistration of justice. It 
."is -with these objectionable features 
that we now propose to deal. The 
Bill, practically, seeks to transfer the 
control of the Judiciary from the Do- 
minion to the local executive, in that 
it proposes to give the Local Govern- 
ment the i^ower not merely of arrang- 
ing the assizes and the hours of at- 
tendance of the judges at Chambers, 
but also of deciding which judge shall 
go on any particukr circuit, and at 
what time, to say nothing of occult 
rules.tojbe framed by a Lieut. -Govern- 
•or in'Cbuncil. ' In truth, the Govern- 
ment intends to hold a whip over the 
shoulders of the judges in order to in- 
fluence their decisions to meet the po- 
litical views of- the ' Goverhment; and 
to punish them >i4'hencvcr those decis- 
ions are not acceptable. Now, although 
the Province has the right of constitut- 
ing its own Courts, yet the circum- 
stance that by the British North 
America Act the Supreme Court 
. Judges are to bo appointed by Canada 
shows that it was intended those 
Judges should be independent of local 

• control in order that, as part of the 
Federal power, tlioy might, so far at 
all events as constitutional questions 
are concerned, act as a check on the ex- 
cesses of Provincial Legislation. An- 
other object was to remove the Supreme 

• Court as far as possible from political 
influence. Hence it is manifest that 
this Judicature Act is unconstitutional 
because it seriously trespasses upon the 
independence of the judges and would 
tend to subject tliein to the political 
influence of the party for the time be- 
ing in power. After all, the Govern- 
Eoerit is not far-sighted. It ajjparently 
forgets that the Supremo Court is para- 
mount in authority whenever the Leg- 
islature exceeds its power, and assured- 
ly if this Bill pnssfis the Supremo Court 
will have to decide upou its validity, and 
willinevjtably. declare it to be uncon- 
sbitutiorial.' 'Then the question whether 
£he Provincial Legislature, so far as 
constitutional questions are concerned, 
is superior to tiie Suj)reme Court, or 
the Supreme Court superior to the 
Legislature, will go for appeal to the 
Supreme Court of the Dominion. . A 
second cardinal objection to the Act as 
at present framed is that it introduces 
politics into the conduct of lawsuits. 
The Act provides that the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor' in Council shall frame rules of 
practice. Wo need hardly say 
tbat'iii no part of the British Dominion 
does such a vicious system prevail. It 
would inevitably lead to the gi-ossest 
corruption. A plaintiff or defendant 
•would he assisted or opposed by the 

GnvHrntneut according tn bis iinlitifnl 

complexion. A rule of practice would 
be fra,med, as it were;tq:daj^, to suit a 
partisaii' wincK would, in order to ob- 
struct an opponent, be reversed to- 
morrow. Nor do wo approve of the 
plan of importing, almost without varia- 
tion, the whole of the English Act. 
Circumstances in England do not al- 
wayBfruii^piarallel ivith those of British 
Columbia. Geographically speaking 
England is small in extent and it may 
be well to provide that there, evidence 
shall always bft given viva voce and not 
by affidavit without special leave of the 
Judge. British Columbia, however, is 
large.in extent and while the Supreme 
Court is centered in Victoria evidence 
at a distance must of necessity be given 
on aDBdavit. We warn tho public 
against this infamous and ill-prepared 
measure and sincerely trust it will not 
pass in its present shape. There, are 
good features in tho Bill, but the ob- 
noxious ones throw them into the shade. 
Meaiiwhile it is satisfactory to know 
t^at the wisdom of the framers of our 
constitution has interposed a check 
upon.''t]ie unconstitutional acts of a 
Government which would exact from 
its .unfortunate creditors so usurious a 
rate of interest as 2'i per cent.; which 
■woglc^^ass Jaws ^subjecting the citizen 
toSmprisonmenf' and his property to 
confiscation without a trial ; v/hich now 
seeks to e.xtend its political influence 
over' tho Supreme Court Judges and to 
assume the right of regulating the con- 
duct of every particular law suit. 
Siirely the greatest discredit is due to 
a Government that would "pass meas-

^lie Navy is the right arm of the 
United Kingdom, and the Colonies the 
glory of the-Mother Country. The old 
nation gets angry and excited when an 
ironclad gees to the bottom and from 
ignorance of naval matters often blames 
the.w^i^r^i^n^'jbufcv inrtthe- Jntecvals 
between mishaps, wHiclT must oc'easion- 
ally happen, the popular mind becomes 
refreshed and the national feeling indi- 
cates the resolution to keej) "tiio right 
arm " in good order, and always ready 
at a moment's notice to "sweep tho 
sea.". But wliat really constitutes naval 
power, or bow fleets are to sweep the 
seas in these days of steam, it does? not 
care to enquire. A siiflicient supply of 
coal is the flrst requisite for a steam 
fleet. Of this article England has an 
abumlant supply very well divided all 
over her vast empire; but she some- 
times .forgets to have supplies ^Yhere 
■ they are most rpquired. The admiral 
wbpl i^poimanded |the China fleet in 
187f ,|A^^WraI Ryder, stated as fol- 
lows .•■"I have just returned from the 
command on the Japan and China sta- 
tion, and v.'ith an imminent prospect of 
war I feel very doubtful whether I 
should ever get'a pdijndiof coal. without, 
taking it forcibly froin a nieutral." It 



is Japan or China to which the Admiral 
referred under tho term "neutral." 
The cost of taking coal by force from 
either might .amount to an enormous 
sum. Tho value of the trade with 
these countries annually exceeds §15,- 
000,000 and the necessity for keeping 
tho peace with such good customers is 
apparent, therefore it is absolutely ne- 
cessary that all the coal stations of the 
Empire on the sea should bo well sup- 
plied with .coal. The supply of this 
article does not simply concern" the 
power of tho British war fleets to keep 
the sea; on it rests the whole complex 
operations of our steam trade. If thu 
coramander iu-chief of tho army were 
to send a cavalry force into; the field 
without' a' sufiicient supply of jiorse- 
shoes every one would say "ho is not 
fit to command;" but whole fleets have 
been dispatched from ports in tho 
United Kingdom to distant parts of 
tho world without providing tho means 
of repair or making sure that they shall 
have, ill proper places, dock accommo- 
dation, or a suflicient supply of coal. 
Our own dock hero lingers for a long 
time unfinisiied in tho hands of those 
who can never got rid of the old stage 
coach slow stylo. Wo cannot bo sur- 
prised by tho .delay. 'if.' we. romerabBr 
that England has ho dock accommoda- 
tion for her war ships at tho Capo 
although it commands the great pass 
leading from one hemisphere to tho 
other. Eor every war ship and steamer 
requiring coal in 1860 there are now 
four. More than half the inhabitants 
of the United Kingdom are now de- 
pendent on our sea tnmsporlrfor food, 
and it is evident that if a hostile fleet 
could take possession of the seas tho 
people in the Old Country would stare, 
and in a month the Empire would fall 
to pieces. Fra,nco is a gi'oat ' naval 
power. Italy and Germany have risen 
from the agitations of Europe within 
the two last decades and each possesses 
a powerful fleet. The union of these 
three powers against us would be alarm- 
ing, but wo believe wo could "sweep 
them from tho seas " if they would give 
us time enough to make a preparation. 
It is a well-known fact that we never 
begin to fight until we are half beaten. 
The old-fasliioncd slow coach style is 
played out. In this age of blootl and 
iron the first blow is half tho battle, 
Indeed our own notion is that hence- 
forth and forever victory will' follow 
rapidity as surelj- as defeat shuU await 
on slow deliberation. Having said so 
much on the necessity of having the 
coal stations well supplied wo may now 
remind the people of Enciand that 
Vancouver Island contains coal enough 
on the seaboard to supply the fleets of 
Europe, and we believe that it is the 
duty of the Home Governmbht to keep 
a email coal fleet always employed in 
supplying her war ships and steamers 
on the Pacific Ocean with our coal, 
whicii is acknowledged to be the best in 
the world. Her supplies for use in 
Chinese oi* Japan -waters,- at 'her sta- 
tions in the Sandwich Islands'or at the 
hundred other islands in the Pacific 
lying between the ports of China and 
our own, could bo supplied from here 

nt pn'ppc rUfy couii^clitlOn. Our 

readers will not suppose that wo have 
been influenced by sordid motives in 
writing this article. It was not writ- 
ten with any view to secure the sale of 
coal, but for the purpose of remind- 
ing Englishmen that it is absolute- 
ly necessary to make haste and 
be ready to take tho old flag into the 
next fight, at sea and win it .with all its 
glories unstained. The first great fight 
at sea will settle the question of supre- 
macy for a hundred years. Therefore 
the coal stations everywhere should bo 
well supplied, and we see by reports in 
English exchanges that this duty is not 
discharged. . 

THE SUSTENANCE CHARGE. 

Our contemporary yesterday devoted 
its leader column to a distortion and 
perversion of facta in respect of the pay- 
ment to the Gold Commissioner at 
Cassiar of the sustenance allowance 
inaugurated by tho Wai.KEM Govern- 
ment and continued under similar cir- 
cumstances by the Elliott administra- 
tion. It is not surprising tliat the organ 
and its party should endeavor to niake 
a Jittle capital out of this matter, but it 
shows clearly that they arc hard up in- 
deed for cause of complaint when they 
can find nothing of more vital import 
than the payment of about. $200 to Mr. 
YowELL on which to vent their spleen 
and air their eloquence against tho late 
Government. Wo say $200 advisedly, 
because that is all of the .?750 that can 
properly be taken as having .been 
paid in contravention of tho resolution 
of the House. By reference to tho 
publie accountpublislied in the sessional 
papers it will bo seen that $350 was 
for arrears of 187G and actually receiv- 
ed by Mr. Vowell months before tho 
resolution passed. Of the remaining 
$400, certainly $200 should be deducted 
for the months of January, February, 
Mai'cli and Ayiril, up to the date of thu 
resolution. That leaves §200 which 
appears to have been paid in violation 
of the letter of tho resolution, and when 
the whole circumstances are considered 
it will be shown that it was a breach 
of the letter only. The late IMr. Sul- 
LIV..VX wa.y appointed Gold Commis- 
sioner at C'as.yiar in 187-f: by tho 
Walkeii Government at a nominal 
salary of §2,500, but §50 a month was 
paid to him, in additionj.aB;[sustentui.ce 
allowance, which made his real salary' 
.$3,100 a year. In 1875 Mr. Sullivax 
was continued at the nominal salary of 
§2,500, and paid tho real .salary of 
§3,100. After residing in Cassiar little 
more than a year jNIr. Sullivak got 
leave of absence, on full pay, to visit 
his friends in Ireland and was un- 
fortunately drowned when the ill-fated 
Pacific went down, AVe find by con- 
sulting the public accounts that not 
only was bis nominal salary paid to his 
estate subsequent to his death, but the 
sustenance allowance wa.s paid also! 
Now, it is easy to understand the 
principal upon which the paynient of a 
salarj' was continv^d to a dead miin's 



estate, but unless upon the assumption 
that the sustenance allowance was part 
of a real salary it is hard to under- 
stand how §50 a month came to be paid 
bv tho Walkeii Government as susten- 
ance allowance to a- dead nmn. It can- 
not bo denied that it will cost a live 
man more for sustenance, even among 
his friends in Ireland, thaneit-WOold 
cost a dead man in the depths of the 
ocean. Mr. Sullivan's full amount of 
§3,100 was paid to the end of the 
year 1873, and it appears to us 
to bo proof positive that Mr. 
Walkeji regarded that sum as 
tho real;sakry.; 'of f:the.' Oa£^^ Gold 
Conimissioner, ' If ' that' reasoning be 
correct then Mr. Yoavell's position 
must be regarded in tho same light as 
Mr. Sullivan's, and Mr. Elliott's 
conduct in relation to him should be 
measured with tho same guago as Mr. 
Walkem's t0;Mr.' S.OLtiTAK.'K^ 
§3,100 was the real salary in the casQ 
of Mr. Sullivan, §3,100 must be tak- 
en as the real salary in Mr. Vowell's 
case, and it foUow.s that as that 
amount was tho total |-)aid to iMr. 
VowKLL for tho year 1877 there was 
no real violation of the resolution of 
tho IIouso of April IG, 1877. The 
Standard states that tho §50 a month 
sustenance allowance was paid to Mr. 
VowELL during the wholo period of 
his seven months absence in Ireland. 
That statement if; simply false. Mr. 
VowKLL .sailed for Ireland on tho 10th 
of November, 1877, and ho received 
sustenance up to the end of December 
only — two months instead of seven; 
and wc think wo can show that tho 
jjrcsciit Ciovernmeut arc responsible 
for those two mouths, and not th* lato 
Government. By referenco again to 
tho public accounts we find that at tho 
time the public accounts were submit- 
ted to Parliament during the' first ses- 
sion of 1878 tho paynient to Mr. Vow. 
ELL of sustenance allowance for tho 
last two months of 1877 had not been 
made as Mr. Vowkll did not return 
till May, and as no part of the allow- 
ance was paid at the Treasury it " fol- 
lows that the vouchors for the amounts 
would have been sent down from Cas- 
siar after the season opened in 1878 
and after IMr. Yowell's return there, 
which would preclude the possibility 
of tho payment being brought to ac- 
count at the Treasury, until after tlie 
defeat of tho Elliott Government. 
Space will not permit us to go further 
or wc niiglit refer to a few of tho many 
irregular jjayraent.s made by tho Wal- 
ked Uovernment without any author- 
ity whatever, either vote of the House, 
order in Council, or Governor's, war- 
rant. See report of seleot'^oqmmittee 
in, rc the payment of the §600 td -Mri 
DeCoshos.

This "Conspicuous Failure" rose up 
in tho House on Friday and, ' referring

I^olancholy Occurreaco. 

Yesterday iiioruiiig^ .shortly boforo 11 
o'clock, Mr. Felix Neufolder, an old and 
i-espected morohant, while un a state of 
tempofarj' insanity, shot ' Iiiuisolf in the 

region of the heart at hia place of busi- 
ness, corner of Wharf and Yates streets, 
and soon afterwards died. Deceased was 
one of the lirst to take an interest in 
the development of the quartz mines at 
Cariboo. ; Ho invested heavily in the En- 
terprise Company's stock, and throw him- 
self licnrt and soiil into tho undertaking. 
The result of tho recent crushing under 
Mr. Riottc's inaiiagoiuciit diaappointod 
him very much and his manner has sinco 
been abstracted and singuhir. Yesterday 
morning he rose early and seemed to be 
in good spirits. Ho reached his office 
about 8:45 a.m. and from thence walked 
to the rooms of Mr. D. Guttman, a con- 
fidential clerk, witli whom he retiiriiod to 
the store. About 10:30 o'clock Jacob 
iGuttman, his bookkeeper, saw Mr. Neu- 
folder in an inner room or oflico in tho 
' rear of the store witli his coat off. Do- 
ceased mado a sign that ho did not feel 
well. About half an hour, afterwards ho 
sent J. Guttman out to find his brother, 
and upon tho return of the messenger Mr. 
Ncufelder was found lying on the floor of 
the inner office, with blood Hewing frnni a 
wound in his sido and a pistol lying on 
tho floor. He was still alive when found 
and breathed heavily, but diod soon after 
the anival of Dus. Helmckon and Davie, 
Mr. Lubbe, Mr. Joshua Davios and other 
neighbors, who were quickly summoned. 
"The pistol used was a flvc-cliainl.ierod ro- 
i^olver. Tho bullet-holc was about tlu'ee 
inches below tho nipplo; but the ball did 
not pass entirely through tlie body. Tlie 
iclothing was burned by tho close contact 
of the pistol- with tlio body when dis- 
charged. Tho evidence of all tho gentle- 
men named above, together with that of 
Mr. Goodfellow, manager of tlio Bank 
of B. N. A., was taken before Hon. A. F. 
Pemberton, and a juiy composed of J. 
H. Todd, Esq., (foreman) T. Earlo. S. J. 
Pitts, F. Sylvester, T. J. Burnos, and A. 
Rome. AU tlio witnesses bore testi- 
mony to tho unfortunate gentleman's de- 
pression on account of tho unsatisfactory 
condition of his mining property, Mr. 
poodfellow said Mr. Ncufelder was not 
in the bank yesterday and lie knew of no 
reason wliy he should have taken his own 
life. 

The jury after an absence of a few min- 
utes returned a verdict that the deceased, 
Felix Noufcldcr, came to his death by a 
pistol-shot wound inflicted by his own 
hand while in a fit of temporary insanity. 

The remains wore conveyed to tho lato 
residence of deceased, James Bay, last 
evening. Mr. Neufeklcr leaves a widow 
und one son — Mr. E. C. Ncufelder, U. 
S. Vice Consul at this port — who is now 
on his way from Cariboo to Victoria. This 
is one of tlie saddest events wo have had 
to chronicle for some time. The deceas- 
ed gentleman came to the city in 1858, 
and was tlic soul of honor in all his tran- 
sactions, besides being universally liked 
by everyone who knew him. He was a 
most valuable citizen and tho news of his 
melancholy end ^vill bo received witli a 
feeling of sincoro regret and sympathy 
for his stricken family.

J osoph Gesnell <aid about 7 o'clock last 
evening the prisoner came into tho storo 
and asked for a bit's worth of salt; wit- 
ness gavo it to him, wli-;n Bow asked for 
change for a .?20-piece; witness placed a 
§20 roll on tho counter aul the prisoner 
snatched it up and ran ofl' towards tlio 
iron church on DoupJas .si,iv,^t, crossed 
over near tho Masonic Hall and ran f,i 
an alleyway leading to Cormorant street. 
Witness and special officer Ogilvio after- 
wards caught the prisoner in bed in one 
of the Chinese houses, and found $12 in 
silver under his pillow. On tho way to 
gaol the Gliinamen fought hard to get 
awiiy. 

D. Ogilvio testified to arresting tho 
prisoner in bod, and also to finding a part 
of tho paper in which the $20 was rolled. 

Hi.s Honor then committed the prisoner 
for trial. 

Ah. Bow, charged with assaulting 
special otlicer Ogilvio, was fined §20 or 
two months' imprisonment with hard ' 
labor.

Tliey told me that tho house was 
haunted. Nothing Imcl been seou in 
tlie sliape of an apparition by tlio.so 
who resided tliore ; thcro was no ter- 
rific di.sturbfinct;, no bright and mys- 
terious light, but there wan a general 
belief that tho house wn.s linuiitcd. The 
ghost was wcll-bolmvcd ghost, and mod- 
est. On inquiring of one. who had 
slept there, I learned that he liad hoard 
nothing except a confused murnuir, a 
sound of low, indistinct .speech, as of 
some one trying to speak while sufl'er- 
ing under aphony. It was a labmaouH 
whisper of -which a word now a^cf then 
was audible. I a.sked liiin w'lat were 
tho words, and he told mo lliut two he 
remcmbored — "fallH" ami "lioat" — but 
no others. The only thing remarkable 
about that was that otliers wlio lind 
slept there had heard tlie saino words.

A 
vagu« feeling of uneasiness] fills us in 
the presence of mystery even tliough 
our curiosity or our prido gets the bet- 
tor' of our terror, and wc probe tlie 
thing to the bottom, or try to.

There ■^^■as 
no one there certainly that I could see, 
and the door was locked, and I laughed 
at my alarm. The next moment, as I 
threw; myself in the great armchair, I 
felt there was someone close to ma 
Just then there was a low and labored 
whisper at my right ear. The words 
were distinct, though faintly uttered: — 
"Let mo tell you my story." 
I sprang up and looked around. No- 
thing here. It appeared to he imagin- 
ation, and yet I felt tenw. Was I 



awake t I was, undoubtedly^ 

whisper camo again :

I felt that to be true. The thin, icy, 
forced whisper held me by a spell.

Tlie motion of the boaf grew 
faster and faster; tlio distant banks 
whirled past me, and I gave a sharp 
glance around mo and laughed! As 
the boat struck the edgo of tho abyss 
and rose for the final plunge I caught 
sight of dense inist; I heard above the 
roar tho rush of a thousand wings; I 
felt as though I had been struck with 
a numbing blow; and breath and con- 
sciousness left me together. 

"It seemed to bo a dream, for when 
I recovered I found I was hero in my 
own house. Yonder sat my wife, clad 
in black, her head buried in her hands. 
Yes! it was a dream, for though I tried 
to 8])eak to her, my lips made no sound 
and I heard nothing. I touched her, 
but slio did not haed it. I looked 
I around (he rooiM bowihlored. 

"It was tho library. There on a long 
j table, which did not liclong there, lay 
I something like a human form, covered 
j by a sheet. Whose body lay thorel A 
j new and more unspeakable terror sdiz- 
j cd me. 1 would like to have cried out. 
1 could not move, I was dumb. 

"My wife rose and went to the table 
'Now,' said 1 to iiiysolf, 'I shall know 
all." She rai; ed tho cover from the 
head, and, stooping down kissed the 
face of the corpse. Could it be that 
my failier-in-law, Colonel Barnosleigh, 
liad died while I was away? I did not 
walk, but 1 was moved by some unseen 
power until I stood by my wife and 
over the dead ijody and looked down.

Mr. Hughes, Reformer, who was 
elected to represent Niagara in tho Do- 
minion Parliament, ha.s been unseated 
for bribery and corruption. 

iSIiTCiiELL, Jan. 31. — On Thursday 
a daughter, aged eighteen, of Mr. 
Thomas Mutton, a well-to-do farmer of 
Fullarton, died under the following cir- 
cumstances: On Wednesday afternoon 
she was seized with vomiting, which 
continued at intervals during the night. 
About one o'clock on Thur.sday morn- 
ing she asked her mother for some 
water, and shortly after drinking it she 
expired Search showed, that a pack- 
age of Paris: green - had- beeii; opened, 
and some of it mixed in a cup. There 
were also traces of .some of it having 
been spilled. A letter in the deceased's 
pocket named six young gentlepien 
wl'.om she wished to bo pall-bearers, and 
closed by bidding "good-by to all." Two 



youths stated at the inquest that she 
had asked-them on the Sunday previous 
if they would carry her to her grave 
that week, and, thinking she was jok- 
ing, they laugljiugly, answered that 
they would. Their names were on tho 
list of pall-bearers she had loft behind. 
The jury returned a verdict to the ef- 
fect that death was tho result of a dose 
of Paris green administered by her own 
baud. No possible cause is known, or 

committing** the* rash act She was 
good looking, intelligent, bright and 
lively and generally beloved. She 
never suflcred from depression of spir- 
its, but invariably seemed happy and 
cheerful. Further,, she had not been 
crossed in love. 

During 1878 tho shipping of New 
Brunswick was increased by 29 vessels 
and 6,506 tons, the total number of 
vessels of all rigs being now 1,102, and 
the total tonnage 335,9G5. There has 
been a slight apparent decrease in the 
tonnage^f :th&. port^'pf St, J[ofan,<due to 
tho ffe't xhaf a' nuinbeV of vessels which 
had disappeared by wreck or sale in 
previous years were removed during 
last year from the register of the part. 
Still St. John remains tho fourth port 
of the British Empire in point of ton- 
nage. 'Tho. ports .oft St Andrew's, Chat- 
ham, Dorchester and Saokville all gain- 
ed mulcrially during 1878, and the ac- 
counts from tho whole Province show 
that the .shipping interest is still in ft 
healthy condition. 

It is said of Lord Guilford, son of 
Lord North, that he onca^described his 
feeling.s in his eSbrt to address the 
Houso of Commons as follows: "I once 
attempted to speak in Parliament, and 
it was not unnatural when I rose that 
ray family name should at once fix 
every oye upon me. I brought out 
two or threo sentences, when a mist 
seemed to rise boforo my eyes; I then 
lost my recollection, and could see noth- 
ing but the Speaker's wig, which swell- 
ed, and swelled and swelled till it cov- 
ered the whole House. I then sank 
back on my seat, and never attempted 
another speech, but quickly accepted 
the ChiUem Hundreds, assured that 
PavlianaeiitJjFai^.not mjj yocatSon." , 
• 'Colonel' 'Wrottiesly, bf the British 
army, was recently surprised to find 
that all the locks on a building which 
was finislied a short time sinco for tho 
War Oflico are of Ainorican manufac- 
ture. Ho sought information from the 
contractor as to tho reason of this, and 
received an onswer whicli may be sum- 
marized a.s follows: Most of tho makers 
engaged in the British lock trade are 
possessed of little capital, they get all 
their work done by hand, their men 
are so stupid and conservative as to 
bungle new pattorns and even threaten 
a strike when innovations are propos- 
ed, and machinery is not at all mado 
use of. Now, ho found tho Americans 
using machinery in every way possible, 
the lock manufacturers of the United 
States are capitalists, the men are very 
int^lligent.and.eager- for improvement, 
quite soberj and actually work longer 
hours than the English engaged in the 
same trade. When capital, ond ma- 
chinery, run by educated artisans, are 
put against small makers employing 
drunken workmen ever ready to strike, 
it is little wonder that the last ore de- 
feated.' Whenever the Americans en- 
ter competition witli tho English they 
are enabled to do so by the same 
causes that give thorn superiority in 
the lock trade, and it is folly to assert 
tliat a protective tarili" gives tliem 
the advantages which they gain by 
ingenuity, linrd work and steady con- 
duct. 

Newfoundland journals are busily 
engaged in discussing the union of the 
colony with this Dominion. The Hoio- 
Jmndhinc! intimates that if the people 
want confederation all they have to do 
is to ask, and they will get it The 
Pah'iot thinks the time has come to 
discuss the question in a reasonable, 
rational and ))ractical way, and does 
not see that Newfoundland has made 
much progress sinco "she first repudiat- 
ed connection with our go-ahead neigh- 
bors, and if we really desire to do so we 
must look abroad somewhere for help." 
The Chronicle o])poses confederation, 
and mourns over the fact that "too 
many of our leading men are confed- 
erates at heart," but says "they -wisely 
hold back." 

Halifax, Feb, b.. — E. Morrison k 
Co., flour and produce dealers, have 
suspended payment, and a meeting of 
creditors is called for Friday of next 
week. They did an immense business, 
and their suspension has caused much 
surprise to the greater portion of the 
communitv. Liabilities are estimated 
at $120,0d0i assets, $170,000. An ex- 
tension of time to meet their obliga- 
tions will probably bo a.sked and grant- 
ed, as tho bankruptcy of the firm would 
place other houses in a tight place. 
The money made years ago in tho busi- 
ness was invested in real estate, which 
cannot now be realized. 

St. John, N.B., Feb. 3.— Turnbull 
k Co. yesterday ;Tecoveredj| the bonds 
which wero stolen' from them' early in 
December. The face value of tho bonds 
was $100,000. A private detective 
worked up tho case, and recovered the 
stolon property, but by what means is 
not divulged. The bonds wero found 
at a place forty-five njilesirom the^city. 

Ottawa, Feb. 5. — The Princess 
Louise Dragoon Guards have i-ecoived 
their helmet.s. Tho helmets are of 
bronze, lined with leather, and have 
white horse-hair plumage. In front is 
a small crown set in a star with the 
motto "Hmii ^Uiqpimal y'pfnse".
